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Impoundment 
Law in Effect 


LANSING — A revolutionary 
new method of dealing with 
persons who drive while under 
suspension and revocation in 
the form of a law which 
provides for impoundment of 
their vehicles is now in effect. 

Secretary of State James M. 
Hare, who initiated the 
legislation, says that because 
this is a totally new concept 
and the first of its type in the 
country, that it will take 
Michigan courts a reasonable 
period of time to become 
experienced in administering 
the new law. 

Provisions of the new 
law . . . P.L. 197 .. . call for 
impoundment of a vehicle 
from 30 to 120 days for any 
person convicted of driving 
while under suspension, 
revocation, or denial. 

"It will take time for the 
courts to get geared up to 
handle this new law since they 
must set up impoundment 
procedures and provide storage 
areas for vehicles which will be 
taken out of service under the 
new law," said Hare. 


UNDER THIS 
impoundment law, a 
convicted driver must pay all 
costs of impoundment. Owners 
not claiming their vehicles 
within 30 days of the end of 
the period of impoundment, 
will find vehicles treated as 
abandoned and disposed of. 
Vehicles which are unpaid for 
but sold under the abandoned 
provisions of the new law, 
must be paid for, and the 
person owing on them will still 
be liable for payments to the 
lien holder. 

Hare said the volume of 
impoundments "depends on 
how strictly judges administer 
the law." 

“It’s a revolutionary new 
concept in dealing with bad 
drivers and our Department 
doesn’t know what volume of 
impoundments to expect 
around the state." 

It has been estimated, Hare 
said, that if the law is 
administered “rigidly” it could 
result in some 6,000 vehicles 
impounded annually.

It 
will also take time and hearings 
by the Michigan Water 
Resource Commission to 
enforce any Village, Township 
or City to correct their 
pollution of the Huron River 
Basin. So, how can it be stated 
that there will be Total Body 
Contact in Belleville Lake in 
1969 at all? 

The Huron Valley 
Conservation Association also 
would like to relay the 
following information to the 
public. On Dec. 16, all persons 
and businesses will be required 
to register on all purchases of 
firearms and ammunition that 
is sold and bought. 

This means that anything 
that can be used in making 
firearms and ammunition will 
have to be registered for. Also, 
private citizens who wish to 
sell their own firearms will 
have to take them to a Federal 
licensed dealer and have the 
dealer register the sale made 
between them. 

This new law will result in a 
lot of small and maybe large 
businesses giving up the selling 
of firearms and ammunition.

Christmas for twelve days?

She was 
two years younger than I, so my job was 
to take care of her while Mother played 
bridge. Mary Lou was continually walking 
in front of cars or falling down 
riverbanks. She had so many narrow 
squeaks she turned grey when she was 
eight years old. And every time Mary Lou 
skinned a knee or shed a tear, I was in 
trouble for “not watching your little 
sister.” Even today, when she stumbles I 
flinch and tell Mother I’m sorry, please 
don’t hit me. 

All of which I tell my son when he 
complains about a paltry two sisters. But 
I got a letter the other day which 
reminded me there’s a big advantage to 
being an only son. The letter came from 
Clare Sperry, a Port Huron man I’ve never 
met. But he’d read something I wrote and 
he began his note: “You are Eddie 
Fitzgerald’s son, aren’t you?”

AND BOY, that rang a bell. When 1 was 
a kid, strangers were always looking at 
my Irish mug and saying things like, 
“With that face, you must be Eddie 
Fitzgerald’s son.” 

And I was. The only one he had. And 
man, 1 was proud of it. It seemed like my 
dad knew everybody in town and it sure 
made a kid feel good to be the only guy 
who looked just like him. It still makes 
me feel good. 

So there was the advantage to being an 
only son: It was a grand feeling none of 
my smartie sisters could enjoy. 

I won’t tell my son about this 
advantage but I sure hope it occurs to 
him some day.

Officials Urge Early 
Purchase of Plates 


License plates for Michigan 
passenger cars went on sale at 
all branch offices of the 
Secretary of State and at many 
AAA offices throughout the 
state on Nov. 15. Local 
officials urge early plate 
purchases and avoid long 
waiting lines later. 

All plate buyers arc asked to 
bring along the prepared 
license plate applications sent 
out to virtually all of 
Michigan’s 3.6-million 
passenger car owners. 

“These applications make it 
much easier for the public to 
buy plates and are especially 
important this year because 
they have the new license plate 
fees listed on them,” said 
Secretary of State James M. 
Hare. 

He reminded that weight tax 
was increased by legislation 
during the extra session of 
1967 as part of a“good roads “ 
package of bills. 

“Actually, the increase from 
35 cents to the new formula of 
55 cents per hundred pounds 
of vehicle weignt is a roll-back 
to weight tax fees in existence 
in 1933,” explained Hare. 
“They were 55 cents before 
that time but were pushed 


back to 35 cents during the 
depression. And they have 
remained at the low rate until 
this year.

WHAT DO plate buyers need 
when they buy their plates? 

• Certificate of title or 
previous year’s registration. 

• Proof of liability insurance 

. . . insurance certificate, 

insurance policy, or other type 
of proof. 

• Cash to pay the plate fee. 

• An extra SI. 00 if the 
vehicle is covered by liability 
insurance. If not, the person 
must pay $35 into the Motor 
Vehicle Accident Claims Fund 
and register as an uninsured 
driver. 

Slogan on all passenger plates 
remains the same as last year, 
“Great Lake State.” 
Commercial license plates, on 
sale since Oct. 1 , have no 
slogan with the space used for 
the gross vehicle weight tax 
sticker.

An estimated 3,901 Michigan 
widows of veterans who died as 
the result of military service 
will be eligible for up to 36 
months of educational 
assistance from the Veterans 
Administration, beginning Dec. 
1, Robert M. FitzGerald, 
manager of the VA’s Regional 
Office, Detroit, announced. 

He pointed out that starting 
Dec. 1 , the wives of Michigan’s 
3,222 totally and permanently 
disabled veterans will also be 
entitled to VA educational 
assistance payments of $130 a 
month - up to a maximum of 
36 months - for full-time 
institutional training. 

The allowance for 
three-quarters time training is 
$95 a month, with $60 being 
paid for half-time training 
under the new law granting 
these widows and wives VA 
educational help for the first 


time in the history of veterans 
benefits in the United States, 

FitzGerald said. 
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WIDOWS AND WIVES now 
eligible for this benefit will 
have until Dec. 1, 1967, to 
complete their training under 
this new program, the manager 
explained. 

He said that women who 
become eligible in the future 
for VA educational assistance 
due to the service-connected 
death or permanent and total 
disability of their husbands 
have eight years in which to 
complete their training. 

Eligibility of widows and 
wives does not depend on 
when their husbands served in 
the Armed Forces. However, it 
was pointed out. if a widow 
remarries or a wife divorces her 
disabled husband, she loses her 
entitlement.

EAST LANSING - An S8 
million twin-tower apartment 
complex in Ann Arbor will 
shortly start becoming a home 
for retired Michigan educators. 

Purchase of the 1 2-story 
Huron Towers, at 2200 Fuller 
Road, Ann Arbor, has been 
announced by the Michigan 
Education Home Association 
(MEHA), an ‘affiliated 
organization of the Michigan 
Education Association (MEA). 

The purchase was announced 
by Ray Lawson, Rochester 
High School teacher who is 
president of MEHA and Warren 
Bailey, MEHA executive 
secretary. 

In the complex are 360 
apartments with from one to 
three bedrooms, a large heated 
swimming pool, a covered 
three-deck parking garage, and 
several commercial 
establishments, including a 
beauty parlor, a gourmet store 
and a restaurant-lounge. 
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THE TOWERS are on the 
bank of the Huron River 
adjacent to the University of 
Michigan's north campus and 
across the river from the 
university’s arboretum.

Congressman Bill Ford Calls for 
Study of U.S. Election System 


WASHINGTON, D C. 
Congressman William D. Ford 
(D), 15th District, called this 
week for a thorough study of 
this nation’s presidential 
election system, following 
what he termed a “near 
catastrophe” in the Nov. 5 
election. 

“Few Americans realize how 
close this nation came to one 
of the worst constitutional 
crises in our history,” 
Congressman Ford said. “The 
shift of a relative handful of 
votes in certain states could 
have caused our entire election 
process to break down in 
chaos.” 

Congressman Ford declared 
that the present Electoral 
College system has become 
obsolete, and should be either 
eliminated or drastically 
changed. 

”1 am not sure that direct 
election of the President is the 
answer to the problem,” Ford 
continued. “But it is certainly 
time that the present system be 
given a thorough study in light 
of what recently happened. 
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“THE NEARLY 10,000,000 
popular votes and 45 electoral 
votes which were given to 
George Wallace indicate that 
the third-party threat will 
remain with us for a while. Had 
neither Mr. Nixon nor Mr. 
Humphrey received a majority 


of the electoral vote, I shudder 
to think what could have 
happened. We would have 
faced the prospect of outright 
bargaining for electoral votes, 
and “horse-trading” for the 
Presidency.” 

“Should the Electoral 
College have failed to provide a 
majority for cither candidate, 
the election would have been 
decided in the House of 
Representatives, where each 
state would be allowed one 
vote. The vote would have 
been determined in each state 
delegation by the majority 
party. Since Republicans 
outnumber Democrats in the 
Michigan delegation, 
Michigan’s vote would probably 
have gone to Mr. Nixon, even 
though a majority of the state’s 
voters cast their ballots for Mr. 
Humphrey.” 

Congressman Ford recalled 
that he polled his constitutents 
in 1967 on the question: “Do 
you favor amending the U.S. 
Constitution to abolish the 
Electoral College and provide 
for direct, popular election of 
the President and 
Vice-President?”

OF THE 1 1 ,599 persons who 
replied to the question, 9,357, 
or 81%, said yes, and only 
2,242, or 19%, said no. These 
results tallied closely with a 
Harris Survey which reported

Ford said he would also seek 
a study of the party 
convention system for 
nominating candidates for 
President and Vice-President. 

“The two major party 
conventions this year indicated 
a need for some changes to 
provide more participation by 
more citizens in the 
nominating process,” Ford 
said. Again, I am not certain 
just how this can or should be 
accomplished, but I do think 
that some serious consideration 
and study are in order.” 

Congressman Ford 
emphasized that he was not 
condemning the present 
systems of nomination and 
election. 

“They were drafted and put 
into effect many years ago. 


when our nation was smaller 
and much less complex. They 
have served us well for a long 
time. But any system must be 
geared to the times. As times 
change, and new problems 
emerge, we must be flexible 
enough to change our ideas and 
our methods to meet these new 
problems.”

For some unknown, even strange, reason Burkholder retired 
from his world this week for a niche yet undetermined. 

The first and only coach West Senior High students and fans 
have known resigned this week. 

In the words of a sports writer, Burkholder quit. 

But those are strong words to use and wrong ones in 
Burkholder’s world. 

“I didn’t quit,” answers the West coach to our first 
question: “Why did you quit?” “Let’s get this straight, I abhor 
quitteis. I'll still be in football, maybe not around at West, but 
when the 1969 football season comes along, 111 be coaching 
football.” 

Where? 

There were no definite plans in his answer. 

Burkholder, popular with this sports columnist because of 
the cooperation he has shown over the past four years since 
I've been pounding this beat, said his decision was not on the 
spur of the moment; that he had been contemplating the move 
since last summer. 

More To Story? 

His losing season wasn’t the impetus behind the note 
informing West High Principal, William A. Riley, that he was 
through. 

“1 had discussed this with Mr. Riley this summer and told 
him that I have reached the point where - win or lose - I was 
going to resign after the football season. 

“1 told him that I believed we needed new blood in the 
program and that I had reached the point where there was dire 
need of a new man.” 

Burkholder was named head coach when West opened its 
doors in 1963. Over a period of five years his teams have 
posted a 21-25-2 overall won-lost-tied record. Although the 
Tigers have never been able to capture the Tri-River title, they 
always threatened and were respected by rival teams and 
coaches. 

One senses that there is more to the Burkholder resignation 
than just a resignation - or maybe it’s a nosey reporter getting 
nosier again.

THE TOWNSHIP OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

SECTION 1 - Permission is hereby granted to THE 
DETROIT EDISON COMPANY, incorporated under the 
laws of the States of Michigan and New York, its 
successors and assigns, to construct, maintain and 
operate in the public streets, hiehwavs. alleys and other 
public places in the Township of Romulus, Wayne County, 
Michigan, all needful and proper poles, towers, mains, 
wires, pipes, conduits and other apparatus requisite for 
the transmission, transforming and distribution of 
electricity for public and private use, and to transact a 
local electric business within said Township, subject, 
however, to all conditions and restrictions hereinafter 
contained. 

SECTION 2 - The conditions of the foregoing grant 
are as follows: 

A - The grantee shall do no injury to any street, 
highway, alley or other public place, or to any 
shade trees, or in any manner disturb or interfere 
with any water or gas pipes, or with any public or 
private sewer, now or hereafter laid or constructed 
by any authorized person or corporation. 

B-The Township may, in its discretion, grant 
permission for the trimming of trees when 
necessary to make the lines safe and accesible, such 
trimming to be done under its supervision. 

C - The construction of the said lines shall be in 
accordance with the rules and regulations of the 
Michigan Public Service Commission or its 
successor. 

D - The said grantee, before entering upon any street, 
highway, alley or other public place for the 
purpose of erecting and constructing any poles, 
mains, wires, pipes, conduits, or other apparatus, 
shall in writing notify the Township or its 
representatives of the proposed construction, and 
shall, if the Township so requires, file with them a 
sufficient plan and specification, showing the 
nature and extent of the proposed erection and 
construction. 

E-No street, highway, alley or public place shall be 
allowed to remain open or encumbered by the 
construction work of the said grantee for a longer 
period than shall be necessary to execute the said 
work, and the grantee shall at all times conform to 
all ordinances of the Township, now or hereafter in 
force, relative to the fencing and lighting of 
obstructions and excavations. 

F. - The grantee shall save the Township harmless from 
any judgment that may be recovered against the 
Township by reason of the wrongdoing or 
negligence of the said grantee in the erectioh and 
maintenance of said poles, mains, wires and other 
apparatus or construction.
